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Going Fast 


HESE are difficult days for the high-speed driver. Quite apart from the obvious 

adoption of a very critical attitude to speed on the part of the Ministry of 

Transport—evident in several recent utterances—and the persistence of a 
similar attitude on the part of the public (it has always been evident), increasing 
traffic has sharply limited the opportunity for high-speed passage. 

No one can deny the necessity for the fast driver to be fully responsible and 
capable of prolonged and intense concentration on his task. His mental ability 
must be equal to that with which Conan Doyle endowed Sherlock Holmes, for the 
nature of British roads is such that high-speed driving demands a sixth-sense per- 
ception of what is going on round the corner. As the omnidirectional eye has not 
yet been developed the inefficient example at present current must seek for clues 
directly in its line of vision. It is the fact that these are known and appreciated by 
the fast driver, but not by the normal road user, which leads to allegations of danger 
where none really exists. 

Most of all is judgment required in engine cut-off point and brake application 
The distances involved increase disproportionately with speed, and at really high 
speed—say over 70 m.p.h.—they demand first-class eyesight in addition to the ability 
quickly to weigh up a situation. The best advice here is an adaptation of an old 
maxim of journalists: “When in doubt, brake.” Or at least lift the throttle foot. 

There are disturbing signs that the police are tending to regard high-speed driving 
as legally “dangerous.” This needs watching, but the statistics of prosecutions do 
not yet show any pronounced trend. None the less, this tendency and the hundred 
other factors involved in high speed serve to emphasize the enormous responsibility 
that devolves on those who drive fast 


Signs of the Times 


N traffic matters a tendency towards cynicism on the part of a journal that ha: 
seen 59 years of motoring must surely be forgivable. Diogenes may there- 
fore be permitted to leave his tub to take a look at the 1,800 new direction 

signs that are to be erected in London in order to ease the flow of through traffic 
If he quietly withdraws with a chuckle, that, too, should be accepted as an adequate 
comment on this belated if ambitious scheme. The trouble with London is that it 
has become so complex that “throughway” signposting will be of only limited 
assistance. In the press of traffic and amongst the ant-like darting of pedestrians, 
with orange lights flashing in all directions and the remorseless green-amber-red- 
red’n-amber-green of what Lancashire (correctly) calls the row-bow, the motoring 
Mr. Milquetoast is no more likely to spot that his through route to Southend-on- 
Sea turns right at the Elephant and Castle than he is to bring his car into London 
at the moment 

But perhaps the new signs—black letters in white panels on a yellow background 
—are not for him, but for the drivers of the “heavies.” In that case Diogenes will 
point out that they are unnecessary if he is any judge, the heavy driver of 1954 
seeming merely to orientate his vast radiator in the direction in which he wishes to 
go and to press on regardless. 

What we particularly like is the flavour of heraldry about the description of the 
new signs. The only thing that seems to be lacking is any reference to the bar 
sinister frequently associated with heraldic devices. Yet we feel convinced that 
this exists, even if the politicians are keeping quiet about it at the moment. Memories 
are sufficiently long to remember Mr. Herbert Morrison’s positive advice to 
motorists to “keep out” while he ran his Festival of Britain, and the requests of 
back-benchers to ban cars from Central London linger in the columns of Hansard. 
The new signs will need watching, therefore, in case they are a subtle application 
of the bar, in which case Mr. Milquetoast may find himself taking a “throughway ” 
through London that involves Brighton sea-front and the Tilbury-Gravesend ferry. 
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vehicle moving on the road. That much still 
remains to be discovered is the conclusion that must 
be drawn from a very informative Paper recently read before 
the Institution of Automobile Engineers by Mr. T. J. P. 
Joy, B.Sc. (Eng.) and Mr. D. C. Hartley, B.A., who are 
respectively superintendent of tyre development and tyre 
test engineer of the Avon India Rubber Co., Ltd. 
Attention is riveted by the authors’ introductory remark : 
“ At times the impression is gained that, until recently, the 
practice of the car designer was to plan his car down to 
the last detail and then, almost as an afterthought, to add 
a tyre to each wheel. That this technique has been fairly 
successful merely shows how capable the tyre is of adapt- 
ing itself to its duties.” Tyre characteristics are then dealt 
with. When a tyre is pointed at an angle to its direction of 
motion the distortion of the tread in contact with the road 
produces a force at right-angles to the horizontal axis of the 
tyre.. This is the “cornering force,” and the angle between 
the direction of motion and the axis of the tyre is the “ slip 
angle.” As Fig. 1 shows, the distortion of the centre-line 


M ‘etic is known about the behaviour of tyres on a

of the tyre increases steadily from the front of the contact 
patch to the rear, and it follows that the line of action of 
the cornering force must lie behind a point x immediately 
below the centre of the wheel. The distance between this 
point and the line of action of the cornering force varies 
with the slip angle, but it is generally more convenient to 
plot the moment of the cornering force about x. This 
moment tends to reduce the slip angle and is called the 
“ self-aligning torque.” 

When a laden tyre is rolling its continuous distortion dis- 
sipates energy, which is called the “horse-power consump- 
tion ” of the tyre. Power consumption can also be expressed 
in terms of resistance to the motion of the tyre, the so-called 
“rolling resistance,” which is assumed to act in the line of, 
but in the opposite direction to, the line of motion. Thus 
when the tyre is running at a slip angle a component of the 
cornering force will be added to the rolling resistance, so 
giving an increased horse-power consumption. 


The first two characteristics affect car handling directly. 
The cornering force is the only force which enables a car 
to turn a corner or to resist the action of a side wind. The 
self-aligning torque gives a measure of the force required to 
steer the car, i.e., it gives a measure of the “feel” at the 
steering wheei. Horse-power consumption does not directly 
affect handling, although it indicates the efficiency of the 
tyres as a means of transmitting power and also enters into 
stability problems indirectly. 

How these characteristics are measured on the stability 
machine is then described. This machine consists basically 
of a 50 h.p. variable speed electric dynamometer coupled 
to a steel drum of 67.23in diameter and a circumference 
of one three-hundredths of a mile. On this drum rests a tyre 
mounted on a wheel and hub connected to an identical 
dynamometer. The drum, therefore, drives, or is driven by, 
the tyre and wheel, and the horse-power absorbed or 
delivered by each motor can be determined, so that the 
horse-power consumption of the tyre can be known. 


Angular Measurement 


Steering gear can turn the tyre and wheel so that it runs 
at a slip angle relative to the drum, just as if the tyre were 
being steered round a corner. A mirror is fitted to the non- 
rotating part of the hub and a beam of light thrown on it 
is. reflected on to a large screen to indicate the slip angle 
value. This device also measures the camber angle: The 
tyre running at a slip angle produces a cornering force which 
acts as a thrust along the axle carrying the wheel, and which 
is measured by suitable instruments. The self-aligning 
torque measuring gear is mounted on the housing carrying 
the kingpin and the steering mechanism acts through it, thus 
recording the actual restoring force. 

Varying conditions can be imposed on the tyre; load pres- 
sure, which can be increased to a maximum of 50 Ib per 
sq in or kept constant; speed, which can be varied from 36 
to 125 m.p.h.; the direction of the drive, which, if imposed 
from the drum to the wheel, simulates braking conditions, 
or, if from the wheel to the drum, simulates rear wheel 
acceleration; slip angle, which can be varied from 0 to 12 
degrees; camber angie, which can be varied from —5 to +5 
degrees; kingpin inclination, which can be varied from + 4 to 

-7 degrees; and wheel offset, which can be varied from 0 to 
3in. All factors, except the last three, can be altered and 
measured from inside the control room, which has the effect 
of making the test shorter and therefore more reliable. 


Importance of Duration 


Of considerable importance is the duration of the test, 
because a certain amount of rubber is scuffed off a tyre run- 
ning at a slip angle, and heel-and-toe wear develops across 
the tread. This tends to lower both the cornering force and 
the self-aligning torque. It will be appreciated that this 
effect is accentuated by the more stringent conditions, such 
as high-slip angles, overloading, undersinflation, high speeds 
and high torque transmissions.. For maximum reliability of 
results, the test on any one tyre should be as short as 
possible. 

Another limitation on test conditions is the strength of the 
tyre itself. It is unwise to test the ordinary touring tyre 
under high loads at speeds above 90 m.p.h., because a stand- 
ing wave develops and the tyre is liable to fail through tread 
separation. If the test is run at a substantial slip angle the 
maximum safe speed is reduced to 80 m.p.h. These limita- 
tions are by no means absolute, but if a tyre fails in the 
middle of a test it may entail repeating the test, which is 
uneconomical and may even be impossible. 

A factor affecting the validity of any test results from the 
impracticability of manufacturing identical tyres. A tyre,

because it is largely hand-made, is subject to considerable 
variations in its characteristics. While variations can be 
reduced by careful supervision during manufacture, they can 
never be eliminated, and may be ascribed to many causes, 
such as undertread thickness, state of cure, ply insulation, 
cord angle and fabric tension.

To minimize these effects three tyres are used in every 
test and the mean of the results is taken. A statistical in- 
vestigation of the variation in characicristics of a large 
number of standard tyres tested under similar conditions 
shows that the mean deviation of the cornering force is 3.5 
per cent, while that of the self-aligning torque is 6 per cent.

Thus, working to 95 per cent confidence limits, the mean 
cornering force of three tyres is within 4 per cent of the 
true mean, and the figure for the self-aligning torque is 7 
per cent. Having regard to the limits of accuracy of the 
machine, the cornering force measurements are accurate to 


within 5 Ib, with a lower measurable limit of 30 lb and an 
upper limit of 1,500 Ib. The self-aligning torque measure- 
ments are accurate to within 1 Ib ft, with a lower limit 
of 2 Ib ft and an upper limit of 250 Ib ft. The horse-power 
consumption measurements are accurate to within 0.3 b.h.p. 

A.general plan of research has been carried out on the 
stability machine to determine the effects of various factors 
upon tyre characteristics. These factors are divided into: 
(a) external, or factors which can be varied on any single 
tyre once it has been fitted, and (b) internal, or factors vary- 
ing from tyre to tyre; for example, rim diameter. For the 
external factors, only the slip angle was varied simultaneously 
with the factor in question. 

The effects of load on cornering force, self-aligning torque, 
and horse-power consumption are shown by Figs. 2, 3 and 4. 
The cornering force reaches a maximum value for each slip 
angle at roughly the rated load. Self-aligning torque 
increases rapidly, and horse-power consumption increases 
comparatively slowly with increasing load. 

The term “camber thrust” is sometimes used for the 
cornering force developed when the tyre is run with a cambe1 
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Fig. 4 


angle, because a side force is produced even when the slip 
angle is zero. This side force arising from camber, and the 
cornering force from the slip angle, are completely inde- 
pendent within the range of slip angles tested The value 
of this camber thrust at the test load of 950 lb was equal to 
the load multiplied by the tangent of the camber angle 
Other tests have shown that the linear relation of camber 
thrust with camber angle holds for all loads and all camber 
ingles tested (+5 to —5 degrees), but there are indications 
that the linear nature of camber thrust with load holds only 
up to approximately the rated load and above this the camber 
thrust rate of increase is less. Camber appears to have a 
negligible effect on self-aligning torque, and there is a slight 
increase in power consumption solely from the increased side 
force. 

The effect of speed on cornering force is negligible 
Because self-aligning torque is sensitive to changes in power 
transmitted through the tyre, it is difficult to separate the 
effects of speed and power transmission, but it appears that 
any variation with speed is negligible compared with the 
effect of transmitting power. Power consumption increases 
rapidly with speed 

Over the range tested the effects of pressure on cornering 
force and on self-aligning torque are linear, cornering force 
increasing and self-aligning torque decreasing. Power con- 
sumption variation is very small at the lower slip angles, 
because with increasing infiation pressure the componeént 
of the increasing cornering force tends to offset the decrease 
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in rolling resistance. 
sumption increases 
cornering force values. 
The effect of braking on cornering force is not noticeable 
for slip angles below 4 degrees. Over this value a decrease 
with increased braking becomes marked. The effect on self- 
aligning torque is not only to decrease the torque but also 
to decrease the slip angle at which it reaches a maximum. 
There is a negligible effect on horse-power consumption. 
As the traction b.h.p. increases the cornering force is de- 
creased slightly (Fig. 5). The effect on self-aligning torque 
shown in Fig. 6 is the opposite to that of braking; i.e., 
traction increases both the torque and the slip angle at which 


At the higher slip angles power con- 
with pressure owing to the high

it reaches a maximum. On power consumption the effect 
is negligible. The fact that both traction and braking 
decrease cornering force slightly is probably by reason of 
a reduction of the effective adhesion region. 

The authors next examine the effects of internal factors 
which are not so easy to determine accurately because of 
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tyre to tyre variations. Also the ideal loading conditions 
of the tests are difficult to determine, the conditions finally 
chosen being 950 Ib load and 28 lb per sq in pressure for 
all tyres. Although this gives different ratings for different 
tyre sizes, it shows the effect of replacing the tyres on a par- 
ticular car with tyres of another size or ply rating, or the same 
tyres on different rims. 

Increasing rim width increases cornering force (Fig. 7). 
The effect on self-aligning torque is almost imperceptible, 
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Fig. 7. A= 5}Krim, B 5K and C 4.50E 


with a tendency towards a slight decrease, and the effect on 
horse-power consumption is negligible. 

Figs. 8 and 9 are for two rim diameters, 15 and l6in. 
The larger tyre has the greater cornering force and also self- 
aligning torque. It has a slightly higher horse-power con- 
sumption, resulting from the increased cornering force. 

Tyres with three different section widths were tested and 
the results on cornering force are given in Fig. 10 and on 
self-aligning torque in Fig. 11. Both cornering force and 
self-aligning torque are increased by increasing the section 
width but the effect on power consumption is negligible. 

Cornering force and horse-power consumption of six-ply 
tyres are the same as for four-ply tyres. 

Finally the effect of road wear was investigated, an attempt 
being made to separate the effect of the reduction of non- 
skid depth from the effect of any change in the carcase. This 
was done by testing four tyres on the stability machine and 
then running them on a test car until the non-skid depth was 
reduced to 0.10in, when the tyres were then retested on the 
machine. Three similar new tyres were tested on the 
machine and then buffed down to the same non-skid depth 
and tread contour.as the four tyres, when these also were 
retested on the machine. 

The results indicated that the cornering force increases by 
about 20 per cent when the tyres are three-quarters worn, 
while the self-aligning torque increases by about 40 per cent. 
Approximately two-thirds of both these increases are attri- 
buted to the change in non-skid depth. In all the previous 
results the horse-power consumption increases with slip 
angle, the component of the cornering force in the direction 
of motion being responsible for most of this increase. This, 
however, does not account for all the increase, as is shown 
by Fig. 12, in which the upper curve is a standard horse- 
power consumption-slip angle curve, whereas the lower 
curve is obtained from it by subtracting the component of 
the cornering force. However, it still shows an increase 
with increasing slip angle, caused, probably, by increased 
distortion of the carcase and also by the fact that the tyre 
deflection is greater when running at a slip angle. 

It remained to determine to what extent these test 
results obtained’ on a smooth steel drum are applicable to 
conditions obtained on the road. ‘The first road tests had 
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as their object determination of the minimum difference in 
cornering force that could be detected by a good driver. A 
series of tyres was tested on the machine and sorted out into 
pairs of similar characteristics. One pair was fitted to the 
front wheels of a car and the other pair to the rear wheels, 
and the car was then driven for three laps at a fairly high 
speed round a closed circuit. The tyres were then changed 
over, front to rear and rear to front, and the car driven for 
a further three laps. The driver then gave his opinion as 
to which combination provoked more oversteer. According 
to the results of the stability machine tests the car should 
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oversteer more with the tyres of lower cornering force on the 
rear wheels. 

When the difference between the two sets of tyres was 15 
per cent the driver noticed it easily, and the front passengers 
could also feel the change in oversteer effect. When the 
difference was 10 per cent the driver could still definitely 
feel it, but the passenger was doubtful. With a difference of 
5 per cent the driver could feel the change, but had to drive 
an extra lap before he was sure. When the difference was 
only 2 per cent the driver could not detect any change. 

Now, when tyres with a difference in cornering force of 
5 per cent are changed from the front to the rear, the differ- 
ence in oversteering of the car will be 10 per cent. Thus a 
threshold of human perception was established at approxi- 
mately 10 per cent difference in steering characteristics 
This is roughly the difference in feel of a medium-size saloon 
car with and without a fairly heavy passenger in the rear 
seat. As the stability machine has an accuracy of about 2 
per cent it is more accurate than even a good driver. 

The next test was to determine the cornering force of 
tyres on the road, and as cornering force could easily be 
checked on the machine a direct comparison was possible 
of two sets af results on the same tyres. An adaptation of 
the standard steering pad method for determining steering 
characteristics was used, but only the rear slip angles were 
measured. 

A theodolite clamped to a rear door determined the atti- 
tude angle and roll angle of the car and thus, with the know- 
ledge of the roll-steer characteristics of the rear axle, the 
slip angle of the rear wheels was calculated. The cornering 
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force was found by taking the lap times, from which the side- 
ways acceleration was calculated. These results were worked 
out and from them the conditions for testing the tyres on 
the stability machine were evolved. For cxample, at 1- 
degree slip angle on the road the centrifugal force was deter- 
mined; from this the weight transference was calculated, and 
thus the individual wheel load. The two tyres were then 
tested on the machine with their appropriate loads, and thei: 
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combined cornering force could be compared with the figure 
obtained on the road 

Racing tyres were used for this test as it was found that 
steady readings could be obtained up to higher slip angles 
The average results on the road are about 17 per cent better 
than those obtained on the machine. The authors add 
that this figure of 17 per cent is not necessarily constant for 
all applications. 

How much of this is owed to the curvature of the drum 
and how much to the different surfaces is a matter of 
conjecture 

The authors then redefine oversteer and understeer; 
which of these two conditions is preferable is a matter of 
opinion, but it appears to be generally agreed that the 
handling characteristics of the car should tend towards 
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greater understeer with increasing sideways acceleration. 
A method is then suggested of utilizing the results curves 
obtained on the stability machine to determine the handling 
characteristics of any car. During the initial stages of 
design the weight of the car, the distribution of weight, the 
weight transference for a given sideways acceleration and 
the distribution of this weight transference can be cal- 
culated by the designer, who can also estimate any change 
in camber with sideways acceleration. The stability 
machine can then be set up to simulate these conditions 
and the relative positions of two resulting curves give the 
handling characteristics under steady conditions. The 
authors admit that this over-simplifies the problem but 
state that the general principle should hold because the 
testing is truly comparative, i.e., any correction necessary 
to allow for the change-over from machine to road conditions 
should apply equally to both sets of wheels. There are, 
however, two corrections to be made before the results can 
be applied to the road. The first correction is because all 
four self-aligning torques are tending to straighten the car 
and the second is associated with the marked changes in 
horse-power consumption with load when running at a slip 
angle. 


Time Lag 


Changing conditions, as in an emergency swerve, involve 
the time lag that the tyre takes to achieve its maximum 
cornering force. This is known as the “response” of the 
tyre. Fortunately changes in tyre construction to improve 
cornering force tend to improve response. Attempts to 
measure response on the stability machine have been made 
but the steering gear ratio is too low, and indirect methods 
have not proved satisfactory. 

Self-aligning torque is becoming almost as important as 
steering characteristics, because it affects the driver’s feel 
at the wheel and with increasing speeds the driver requires 
a very rapid indication of changes in condition, such as road 
camber or wind. Factors affecting self-aligning torque in- 
clude most of those affecting steering characteristics, but, 
in addition, caster angle has a very great effect and kingpin 
inclination and wheel offset have a smaller effect. The 
problem of self-aligning torque is self-conflicting, as the 
greater it is the greater is the driver’s feel of the wheel and 
the better the sense of control, but if it is too great the 
steering becomes very heavy on corners. 


POINTS 


[X opening the discussion when the Paper was read to the 

North-west Centre of the I.Mech.E, (Automobile Division), 
Mr. V. W. Pilkington, director of engineering, Leyland Motors 
Ltd., asked if the conclusions outlined could be taken as basic 
in respect to all tyres or were they limited to specific makes 


and types? It would help the chassis designer if he could be 
assured that the characteristics detailed were fundamental. The 
authors stated that in general the characteristics revealed by the 
stability machine, while following a well-defined pattern, must 
necessarily be subject to variations because tyres were largely 
hand-made. Fabric applications could differ and the nature of 
the rubber was dependent upon the ingredients and treatment 
of the mix. Given specific performance conditions and require- 
ments, however, the tyre engineer could produce the most suit- 
able response. It was here that the benefits of collaboration with 
the chassis designer would be appreciated. 

Vehicles now being produced, said Mr. G. A. Norris (Man- 
chester), were frequently less stable, than their engine perfor- 
mance demanded, sometimes dangerously so, and he wondered 
if the Paper did not create too strong an impression that tyre 
development could provide most of the answers to the stability 
problem. He felt that the development of suspension and of 
spring dampers was of even greater importance and would be 
more productive of results. 

Mr. F. W. Margetts (Leyland) said that he often followed 
fast cars just to observe the wheel attitudes on corners and 
he was occasionally appalled by the angles assumed by inde- 
pendently sprung front wheels. Did not these antics nullify 
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continued 


While results obtained on the stability machine are fairly 
reliable and applicable to normal road conditions where 
low slip angles predominate, it does not follow that figures 
obtained at high slip angles will hold good on the road, 
as the tyre may have skidded before an angle of, say, 10 
degrees is reached. Skidding or breakaway can never occur 
or be measured on the machine. How, the authors ask, 
does a racing car progress round a corner, and what. hap- 
pens in a four-wheel drift? Is the car still motoring round 
the corner at a very high slip angle or has it actually broken 
away? If the latter, then how can the driver control the 
car? The answers to these questions are, they state, by no 
means clear; unfortunately drivers who can corner a racing 
car well are so adept that it becomes almost a matter of 
instinct, and their ideas tend to be as hazy as those of a 
spectator. 


Contact Area Distortions 


When a tyre is cornering the centre-line is undistorted 
for the greater part of the circumference, but from the 
front of the contact patch the distortion increases until a 
point near the rear of the contact patch is reached. As the 
slip angle increases so does the distortion, but also this 
point tends to move forward until no distortion can be 
maintained by friction between the road and the tyre. Then 
the tyre breaks away, the centre-line becomes virtually 
undistorted and the sideways force drops considerably. This 
is the point of breakaway. 

The means of negotiaging a bend in a racing car appear 
to be roughly as follows: If the driver can get the car 
round without slowing down appreciably he motors round 
with all four wheels holding the road. If he cannot get the 
car round without slowing, he puts it into either a rear- 
wheel drift or a four-wheel drift, and the authors remark 
that there is some doubt as to whether the method used 
depends on the skill of the driver or the severity of the 
bend. For a two-wheel drift, suggest the authors, break- 
away is induced by rear-wheel spin by the throttle, at the 
same time steering to put a high slip angle on the rear 
wheels, the car then being controlled partly by the front 
wheels and partly by the throttle controlling the rear- 
wheel spin. In a four-wheel drift the process is carried a 
stage further and the car is turned to such an angle that 
both ends break away. In both cases the car is pointed 
well into the corner so that the traction of the rear wheels 
helps to oppose the centrifugal force. 

A. G. D. C. 
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many observations made under controlled stable conditions ? 

The replies were that chassis designers designed mechanisms 
to work in this way and no great harm resulted. It was 
another instance of the need for closer co-operation, however. 
The same applied to suspension systems and the authors had 
stressed in the Paper that ride and stability were not necessarily 
in step. 

The object which the authors had in mind, said Mr. D. H. 
Smith (Sale, Cheshire), appeared to be that chassis designers 
should produce known characteristics so that tyre makers could 
produce correspondingly known tyre performance in collabora- 
tion. The ultimate result would be a completely standardized 
car performance plus a fully standardized tyre throughout the 
industry. Or if that was not the case then it would mean that 
each chassis would be tied to individually developed and speci- 
fied tyres. Either state would be most disconcerting to the 
trade for it would end the present happy state wherein every 
tyre (according to its makers’ announcements) was better than 
every other. 

The authors pointed out that car designers had various ideas, 
some liked a little oversteer while others favoured a lot of under- 
steer. Several high-performance cars today were rather 
restricted to certain makes and designs of tyre but it did not 
follow that other tyres were dangerous or useless when used 
on them. The real position was simply that the all-round hand- 
ling was probably not quite so good as it would be with the 
specially developed specified type.

what complicated installation can be 
divided into two parts: an oil pressure 
system under the bonnet, and the sus- 
pension unit proper at the rear. The 


independent rear wheels are mounted on 
trailing arms, these arms being linked by 
a transverse anti-roll bar. The suspen- 
sion unit is a metal sphere divided into 
two parts by a ———— and containing 


a gas, the nature of which is not revealed. 
The weight of the car ‘moves a piston 
which compresses the gas by means of 
a liquid similar to the fluid used for 
hydraulic brakes. “Compression” of 
this fluid takes place under the bonnet, a 
small seven-piston pump being belt 
driven from the camshaft and running at 


camshaft speed. The pump draws the 
fluid through a flexible pipe from a tank 
of about one gallon capacity mounted on 
the scuttle by the side of the brake fluid 
tank. The fluid is delivered to a con- 
tainer, or storage chamber, where con- 
stant pressure is maintained by a make- 
and-break mechanism. The degree of 
pressure maintained is not indicated. 
From the container the fluid is carried 
by piping to the piston compressing the 
gas contained in the wheel sphere. 

It might be thought that with the 
engine stopped pressure would drop and 
the rear the car would settle. is is 
avoided by a cut-off which insulates the 
fluid container and the gas-filled sphere.

69.85 mm) with twin o.h.c. on each bank of cylinders; carburation is by three 


four-choke Weber carburettors. 


The chassis is a development of that of the famous 


Aston Martin DB3S_ This car will make its debut in the sports car race at the 
Silverstone meeting on May 15, in the hands of Reg Parnell. 
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If, however, all pressure should be lost, 
it will be built up again and maintained 
within 12 to 15 seconds of the engine 
being started. 

The immense advance embodied in this 
type of suspension over anything yet pro- 
duced was amply demonstrated by a test 
over roads comprising every type of sur- 
face—rough paving stones, smooth paving 
stones, good tarmacadam, a surface dug up 
by a scarifier, humps which could be taken 
at speed, a serpentine section with bad 
pot-hcles, and a fast straight. Whatever 
the surface, the car kept on a perfectly 
level keel, and on no occasions were the 
passengers bounced off their seats or sub- 
jected to lateral displacement. The 
Citroen is remarkable for its road-holding 
ability, but this is still further enhanced 
by the new suspension. Two pronounced 
humps right across the road were taken at 
speed and had the car’s occupants not 
been notified they would hardly have been 
aware of their presence. As a demonstra- 
tion, a bottle of champagne was uncorked 
and three glasses were filled at between 45 
and 50 miles an hour on a winding section, 
without a drop being spilled. The only 
difference that could be felt between 
smooth pavé and the scarified road surface 
was in the hum of the tyres on the former. 

An auxiliary advantage of this hydro- 
pneumatic suspension system is that it can 
be used for raising the car for wheel 
changing. This can be done with the 
engine running or, rather less rapidly, by 
the fluid in the storage chamber. 

In reply to objections raised against the 
system, such as leaks, the breakage of a 
fluid pipe, and so on, Citroen state that the 
worst which could happen would be the 
breakage of a fluid pipe, in which case (if 
a spare was not carried) the car could be 
driven home slowly. It is claimed that 
this system has been experimented with 
and thoroughly tested over a period of 
several years, and it is now being offered 
to the public with a trouble-free guaran- 
tee. It is already available as optional 
equipment at a cost of about £70. There 
is no intention of fitting this to the Fif- 
teen, for the two-fold reason that space is 
not available for the extra equipment and 
the increased cost would not be justified 
on what—in France at any rate—is con- 
sidered a “ popular ” car. 

It should be noted that for this suspen- 
sion Michelin X tyres—steel and rubber 
carcase—are recommended. The rear 
seats have been made softer by the use of 
sponge rubber and there is a layer cf 
sponge rubber under the floor mat.

“You have steak and mushrooms as 
well; and chips. I’m sure you'll like it.” 

We relaxed, praised Warrington to 
the skies, and enjoyed a splendid meal 
(it cost 13s all told, I think). As we 
went out the manager gave us change. 
“You enjoyed the steak? ” We assured 
him that we had. “Ah,” he said, as 
if really relieved, “I thought you 
would. We had it ourselves earlier in 
the evening and found it excellent.” 

Now that is recorded in detail 
because such kindliness and solicitude 
are rare, heart-warming, and always 
to be applauded. Later experiences at 
a northern seaside resort confirmed 
my opinion that Lancashire and York- 
shire are pre-eminent counties in this 
respect.

Night Ride 


O* such a night as Cavaradossi 
sang about it seemed a good idea 
to go driving after dinner, and we 
therefore left the house about half-past 
nine and headed west. I had been lent 
that admirable car, the Rover 90, and 


wished to get the feel of it for fast 
motoring, so we joined the Bath Road 
at Reading and journeyed to Newbury 
at sixty plus. The Bath Road is a very 
good road for fast night driving, and 
the section between Reading and New- 
bury is also very good for judging a 
car in fast bends; for some reason the 
cat’s eyes along this road are particu- 
larly brilliant, and the driver who finds 
himself in trouble on these bends has 
only himself (or the car) to blame. But 
the traffic was heavy, and I was able 
to get a less than perfect impression 
of the car’s behaviour. Accordingly we 
left the main road and took to the 
lanes, thus indulging ap. outstanding 
characteristic of this beautiful car—its 
ability to go slow gracefully. In almost 
complete silence the 90 pursued an in- 
direct path back towards the east, and 
I watched the sharp streak of the head 
lamps pick up the spring hedgerows— 
a little wistfully, for the Rover has 
superior head lamps that I covet. Even- 
tually — at almost midnight — we 
reached home again, and by this time 
the moon was a slim sickle, crazily tip- 
ping the water from its lap on the 
western horizon. An agreeable even- 
ing.

Perfection ? 


N one respect I think the Rover is 

perfect, and that is in the operation 
of its controls. Clutch, brake and 
throttle pedals offer just about the right 
resistance, the throttle itself being 
delightful. I am sure that no Rover 
owner has ever had to suffer that mor- 
tifying experience to the would-be 
smooth driver, a throttle that opens in 
jerks. 

The panel switches are plainly let- 
tered; they operate with satisfying 
clicks whether they are rheostats or 
not, and the instrument lighting is con- 
trollable from brightness to extinction. 
The steering wheel is good, if a little 
thick for my liking, and the steering 
itself shares with the rest of the con- 
trols the ready response to pressure; 
caster action is considerable. 

The gear change is ingenious, vastly 
preferable to any steering column link- 
age, but not quite as good, to my way 
of thinking, as the linkage provided on 
older models. As I had not used a 
freewheel for at least five years I locked 
it out of action because the conditions 
were not right for getting familiar with 
it again, but I recalled that I had found 
it a desirable feature. There is an all- 
round excellence about this car that 
makes one realize why Rover has be- 
come such a name to reckon with in 
motoring. At the top of the firm is 
an ability to concentrate on the things 
that really matter which amounts to 
genius.

FINE WEATHER FAILS TO REMOVE STING 


IHERE is no doubt that this year’s 
Land’s End, the thirty-fourth in 
the series, was one of the best ever. 
The unusually long spell of fine, warm 


weather—ideal from the participants’ 
point of view for a competitive tour of the 
West Country in spring—together with 
the lateness of Easter this year, had made 
the organizers fear that a great deal of the 
sting would be removed from many of the 
hills. This, however, was not so; Sensabe, 
near Wadebridge, which manages to be 
wet even in a drought, caused enough 
failures to make those who did succeed 
in getting through unpenalized feel that 
their success had been hard won. 

On Good Friday night, by the light of a 
nearly full moon in a cloudless sky, com- 
petitors gathered at the three starting 
points—Virginia Water (near London), 
Launceston and Kenilworth. The Lon- 
don start was the most popular, 64 of the 
143 cars starting from this point. Some- 
how the start of Land’s End events has an 
atmosphere of its own. The long-standing 
nature of the event itself, the fact that 
several of the drivers have been compet- 
ing for very many years, the wide variety 
of the types and ages of the cars them- 
selves, and the prospect of the night run, 
all combine to give an extraordinarily 
pleasant character to the scene. 

The night run to Taunton was delight- 
ful, the countryside being bathed in 
moonlight. It was Ding cone to drive in

After this the trial proper began 
and, by the early light of dawn, the first 
cars moved out of the car park. One of 
the joys of the Land’s End is to leave 
London in darkness and, when daylight 
returns, to see the spring-clad countryside 
for the first time.

first observed hill and a newcomer to the 
Land’s End.

Stoney Street, which followed after a 
further 27 miles, was slightly more 
difficult. A sharp turn round the old 
granite church in Luccombe village soon 
degenerated into a dusty lane which 
seemed to climb and climb before there 
was any sign of activity. The observed 
part of the hill started with a stop-and- 
restart on a stony stretch, followed almost 
at once by sharp and steep right- and left- 
handed corners. Large stones and mud 
made these corners tricky, though there 
were few failures. 

By this stage the lanes near the villages 
were lined with groups of spectators—the 
enthusiasm for the event in the West 
Country seems never to grow less. 
Though the local people who turn out to 
watch have very little interest in the cars 
themselves, for them there still seéms 
romance in travel and the sight of muddy 
and dusty cars which have journeyed from 
distant parts of the country.

Though the great majority of cars 
managed to move off, there was a con- 
siderable variation in the time they took 
to do so.

like half were stopped here. So formid- 
able a contestant as the Morgan Plus Four, 
driven by Peter Morgan himself, was 
stuck, and some competitors had to wait 
as much as 2} hours in the queue before 
the section. But here, as everywhere, cer- 
tain veteran sports cars (without which 
a Land’s End would be incomplete) bit 
heavily through the grease and wound 
themselves up; V. J. Haward and the Bay- 
liss- as, for instance, and after him

litre. The bend on this hill is not really 
an awkward one, but with the surface in 
the bad condition that it was, it took a lot 
of climbing. 

The route on from there took in some 
quite good main roads, and most drivers 
somewhat speeded up a hitherto leisurely 
progress, to make up a little time lost. 
The late date of Easter this year brought 
the daylight-saving hour to the aid of com- 
petitors, and the whole field might have 
been up Bluehills before dark had it not 
been for the hold-up at Hustyn. Time 
and again officials at the hill ran out of 
competitors and scanned the skyline for 
more. 

As one comes over the crest of a hill, 
the whole valley, wild and scarred by 
deserted mines, comes io view, and up 


the other side can be seen the rocky cliff- 
edge track climbing to the skyline. It 
looks disconcerting. The first section is a 
very steep hairpin indeed. To the little 
rear Renaults, the Austin A30s 
(excellent on this hill, with both power 
and grip), and the older kind of small 
Ford and Popular, this hairpin looked like 
plain motoring: but it was chancey for 
longer cars, W. A. G. Goodall’s demon- 
stration of powered rear wheel steering 
with his Plus Four Morgan was pretty, 
but his running companion went wide. 
It was very difficult to make the old 
“chain gang” Frazer-Nashes skid, and 
their natural] circle is a stately one, so that 
F. P. Barker’s climbed the bank on the 
outside. L, W. Morris had a most spirited 
skirmish at this bend with a Dellow, 
which delighted the crowd.

Evasive action by G. E. Spears’ old Ten-engined Ford Eight on Darracott

oo one or two stopped because, like 
D. Underwood’s blown Aero Minx, their 
engines seemed a little tired at that stage 
of the trial. Every now and then a rock 
of junior boulder size was disinterred by 
a car and had to be cleared by officials. 
A. R. Blick, in a sprightly old Morris 
Minor, probably never knew how lucky 
he was to turn up a monster with a rear 
and not a front wheel! There were a lot 
of rattling and banging on this section, 
loose exhausts, buckshee tinware from 
tails, and even chassis raising sparks. With 
its deflated tyres and presumably ballasted 
tail, the Northesk Jaguar climbed on its 
twin exhausts like a motorized toboggan, 
and A. H. Baker’s Land-Rover, with 
scanty bodywork and traditionally loose 
load of th:s and that, was dramatically 
uproarious. A noisy hill, in fact. 

It was around 10 p.m., owing to the 
Hustyn hold-up, when this last hazard 
was left by the last cars for the final 
Stages of a wiggly M.C.C. route to Land’s 
End, taking in such scenic delights as the 
cliff road by the dark chasm of Hell’s 
Mouth in fitful moonlight. It was a fine 
sporting event this year, and great fun.

TRENGWAINTON 


HERE is something to be said for 

the smaller events where everybody 

knows everybody else and the 
majority of the drivers are not great names 
but local or near-local people. The West 
Cornwall Club’s hill-climb meetings at 
Trengwainton are typical of this family 
atmosphere. 

Last Monday’s meeting was held in 
brilliant sunshine and the twisting hill, 
running up through fir trees on Lt. Col. 
Sir Edward Bolitho’s estate, was packed 
with crowds in summer clothes. The 
entry included many cars still mud-stained 
from the M.C.C, Land’s End Trial, and 
the meeting started at 2 p.m. Cars were 
divided into classes—for sports cars only 
—and two rums each were allowed; a 
further two runs were allowed for the open 
championship event. In previous years 
the mud from the paddock at the foot of 
the hill has been carried to the starting 
line, slowing the initial getaway of the 
cars.

The meeting ran without any mishap 
and there were some spirited climbs. G 
Scali’s very much filleted Allard, with little 
weight and vast power, slewed from bank 
to bank to win the over 2,000 c.c. class, 
and K. D. Evans’ little Morris Special 
sped up with great joie de vivre. Cleave’s 
blue Morris Special, known in club events 
from the mud plugging trial to the racing 
circuit, was beautifully driven.

Sunbeam Alpine, with two-seater open-closed bodywork, 
whilst being a car of sporting character, has interior fittings 
up to a standard generally associated with drop-head 
coupés. This degree of refinement does, of course, increase 
the weight of the car compared with that of a more stark 
vehicle; on the other hand the car, as a result, has an appeal 
to the type of driver who requires a vehicle of sporting 
character yet does not wish to forsake a large number of 
the modern conveniences found on the present-day saloon, 
and who appreciates the performance obtainable in a car 
of this class. 

Briefly, then, the Alpine is not an out-and-out sports 
car, but rather a sports roadster. It has a mean maximum 
speed of 95 m_p.h., a lively acceleration in the lower speed 
range, and a useful fuel consumption of around 24 m.p.g. 
even when driven fairly fast. It can cruise very comfort- 
ably at around the speedometer 80 m.p.h. mark, which is 
equivalent to over a genuine 75 m.p.h. on the car tested, 
with a useful degree of performance in hand. The more 
moderate aspects of the performance can best be appre- 
ciated when it is realized that the Alpine is a car which 
covers long distances in a quick overall journey time with- 
out the need for particularly high speed driving; it attains 
its cruising speed quickly, a feature which is of much more

locker, and in the left side of the scuttle is a locker 
containing small tools. 
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even on the more expensive brands of first grade fuel, with 
the hand ignition control that is provided on the facia set 
in the position for optimum performance. 

The transmission again is conventional, with a four-speed 
and reverse gear box and a dry single-plate clutch. Slight 
difficulty in engaging first gear was occasionally experienced, 
but in general respects these two units function very well 
indeed, and besides providing a smooth take up for normal 
driving the clutch was also well able to cope with fast gear 
changing and the stresses imposed during the standing 
start acceleration tests. A steering column gear lever is used, 
the lever extending several inches beyond the rim of the 
steering wheel. It is quite positive in action and has a 
satisfactory movement from gear to gear, although it would 
be even better if the neutral position were a little more 
defined. The synchromesh is effective and is not easily 
beaten even if fast gear changes are made. 

The Alpine gives its occupants a comfortable ride over 
all normal types of road surface. The front suspension is 
somewhat stiffer than that of the Sunbeam-Talbot saloon, 
but even with the tyre pressures set at 30 lb all round— 
recommended for fast driving—the car is by no means 
harsh and sits down on the road very well. For normal 
motoring, with the tyres at 24 Ib per sq in, the ride is, of 
course, a little softer at the expense of a little extra steering 
effort. Some damper fade was experienced after high speed 
driving over some of the rougher types of Continental road. 
There is very little roll on corners; there is about the right 
amount of understeer, and this characteristic does not 
change to any marked degree with variation in loading, 
which is much less, of course, than that possible with a car 
holding four or five passengers. The steering is accurate, 
quite light and enables the car to be controlled within fine 
limits. Very little road shock is transmitted back to the 
driver’s hands; on the other hand there is no impression of 
the car’s being steered through “ rubber rods.” The steering 
has just about the right number of turns from lock to lock 
for a car of this type, but there are occasions when it is 
wished that the turning circle were a little smaller. 


No Brake Fade 


Perhaps as a result of experience gained in Alpine com- 
petition work with Sunbeam-Talbot saloons, the Sunbeam 
Alpine has very good brakes. There was no noticeable 
increase in the free pedal travel after a considerable mileage, 
nor was there any sign of fade under the very severe con- 
ditions of performance testing, which require brake applica- 
tions at frequent intervals and give the drums very little 
time to cool off. There was no loss of balance and the car 
could be relied upon to pull up in a straight line without 
the need for correction. A lever type hand brake mounted 
between the seats is also effective and it is placed in a very 
accessible position. 

If the car is driven fast with the full weather equipment 
in position the general noise level is higher than would 
be expected; this is produced not sa much by the enginc 
and mechanical components as by wind noise. By contrast, 
cruising at around 30-40 m.p.h. the car is quite quiet. 
There is no body boom and very little body noise arises, 
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from road-excited causes. The car generally is free from 
vibration, although at speeds around 85 m.p.h., with the 
at the high pressure, some transverse vibration of the 
scuttle and windscreen was noticed on some roads with a 
rough surface; this was not apparent below that speed 
fast motor roads such as the Jabbeke road 
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driver’s left foot, though it would be improved by being 
a little narrower, as on the car tested it was necessary to 
depress the clutch pedal to a position past the level of the 
left foot rest in order to ensure a clean engagement of 
first gear, and there was a tendency for the left side of 
a fairly large shoe to catch against the foot rest. 

With the hood down the all-round visibility is, of course, 
very good and with the car enclosed the forward and side- 
ways vision is also free from obstruction, as the windscreen 
pillars are very thin. The rear window permits a satis- 
factory mirror view, although if the window were larger it 
would help to reduce the blind spots produced by the rear 
quarters of the hood. 

The instruments are neatly grouped in front of the steer- 
ing wheel in a position where they can be easily seen 
through the T-spoked steering wheel. The speedometer, 
which is calibrated in both miles and kilometres, is placed

Before the hood is stowed it 
is necessary to tilt the seats forward; they are held in 
this position by small struts attached to the base of the 
seat frames. The sidescreens have two-piece sliding 
windows supported in a frame which is attached to the 
doors by means of two thumb screws; compared with 
normal sidescreens this system permits a much wider range 
of ventilation control. The weather protection generally 
is effective, although some rain did enter the car at the 
top of the screen when it was driven through a heavy storm. 
The car tested was fitted with a heating and ventilating 
system which is very effective, resulting in a very snug 
interior, while the addition of two fresh-air ventilators 
ensures an adequate supply of cool air when required. In 
hot weather, ventilation can be increased by opening the 
rear window, which is euechsd to the heed. by means of 
zip fasteners. Louvres are cut in the top of the bonnet 


The air cleaner for the single downdraught carburettor is 
connected by a flexible hose which runs across the engine 
just in front of the ignition distributor. The battery is mounted 
behind the engine in the centre of the scuttle, and part of the 
radio unit and the windscreen wiper motor are on the left 
of the car. The air intake duct and part of the heater unit 
are seen behind the carburettor. The radiator filler cap, the 
engine oil filler (placed high on the valve gear cover and having 
a quick-action cap) and the brake fluid reservoir tank—on 
the right of the car—are all accessible.

plates which can be removed to increase the cooling for 
the engine compartment, while if the rear plates only are 
removed air at underbonnet temperature will be conducted 
to the windscreen—a feature that assists de-frosting. 

Apart from the main luggage locker there is a lockable 
glove box in the passenger side of the facia and if a radio 
is not fitted there is an additional small compartment in 
the centre of the facia above the switches. Pockets are 
provided in both doors and there is a low-level central ash- 
tray on top of the transmission housing. The fuel tank 
has a sufficiently large capacity to give the car a useful 
cruising range and it can be filled quickly. 


Lighting Comments 


The head lamps are dipped by means of a lever on the 
hub of the steering wheel. Opinion differs on the respec- 
tive merits of hand- and foot-operated dip switches. 
Although on the Sunbeam the hand switch—a now some- 
what rare arrangement—is satisfactory for occasional use, 
if a foot-operated switch were provided—possibly incor- 
porated in the driver’s left foot rest—the fact remains that 
it would not be necessary to move a hand from the steer- 
ing wheel in order to dip the lights. The main beam has 
a satisfactory range, but, by contrast, the double-dipped 
lights are barely adequate for the high-speed cruising 
possible with a car of this type. The horns are operated 
by a central button. 

The Alpine starts well from cold and the manually 
operated mixture control can be moved to the normal run- 
ning position very quickly after the engine has been started. 
A starting handle is provided and there are four jacking 
points, two underneath each bumper. The steering and 
front suspension have 23 lubrication points, 11 of which 
require attention at intervals of 1,000 miles.

LMOST non-existent in 1946 and 
three years later still operating 
on a skeleton basis, the German 

car industry has found its feet and in 
1953 covid view its position with confi- 
dence. The home market has been 
firm since 1950 and now 70 per cent of 
new cars change hands within three 
years of their purchase. Total produc- 
tion of cars has risen from 301,089 in 
1952 to 369,142 in 1953, which repre- 
sents an increase of 22.6 per cent. 

At the first stage of its reconstruction 
after the war, the German industry de- 
pended entirely on home sales, and it is 
only in the last three years that export 


Although the total exports in 1950 and 
1951 were just below 30 per cent of the 
total output, this has increased 
rapidly and in 1953 nearly 40 per cent 
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of Germany’s cars went to foreign 
markets. At first the exporters con- 
centrated on countries within easy 
reach of Germany and they quickly 
gained a foothold in spite of the post- 
war prejudice which exists against 
German products. This is illustrated by 
the fact that in 1953 no less than 36.8 
per cent of Belgian car imports were 
of German manufacture, while in 
Switzerland the figure reached 51.4 per 
cent, Although the price and perform- 
ance of most German vehicles do not 
compare favourably with those of other 
countries, there is one good reason for 
their success in Continental markets. 
This is explained by the single word 
service. The German manufacturer, 
with shrewd assessment of his 
customers’ needs, will make sure that 
service and spare part organizations are 
set up in a fresh market before the first 
consignment’ of cars arrives in that 
country. The prices of spare parts or 
repairs for such popular makes as Opel, 
Mercedes and Volkswagen are on a 
fixed scale and vary little from those 
charged in other Continental countries. 

Realizing that the demands of the 
home market closely approximate to 
those of the export trade, German 
manufacturers are now concentrating 
almost entirely on cars with certain un-

were produced in 1953. Since its intro- 
duction in 1952, only detail modifica- 
tions have been made to this model, 
which has already proved its popularity. 

For reasons of economy the diesel 
engine is quickly gaining ground in 
Germany, particularly with business- 
men, who cover large mileages, and the 
medical profession, who may have to 
use their cars under extreme and often 
wintry conditions. At present there 
are only two diesel makes in Germany : 
the Mercedes-Benz and the Borgward. 


Mercedes introduced a diesel car in 
1936, but have made it in quantity only 
since 1947, reaching an output of 
17,314 last year; the Borgward model 
did not come on to the market until 
the end of 1952 and 1,677 were pro- 
duced in 1953. There are just over 
40,000 Mercedes diesel-engined cars 
operating in the country and vehicles 
which have covered over 100,000 miles 
without an engine overhaul are by no 
means uncommon. Diesel fuel in Ger- 
many costs almost 30 per cent less than 
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petrol, which gives a saving of approxi- 
mately the equivalent of £100 per 
15,000 miles, compared with a petrol 
engine of similar size. The 1,767 c.c. 
four-cylinder diesel engine is now fitted 
to the Mercedes-Benz 180 as well as 
the 170 SD; Borgward market a 1,758 
c.c. four-cylinder diesel in a two- or 
four-door saloon. 

Another German make, the rear- 
engined Porsche, is often regarded as 
a monopoly of the sporting driver. In 
fact, only a small proportion are sold 
for use in sports events, the majority 
going to motorists who require fast, 
economical transport on long Conti- 
nental routes. Last year Porsche pro- 
duced 1,978 cars as against 1,303 in 
1952; the firm has recently moved to a 
new factory and will soon be able to 
increase output. A number of basic 
engine and chassis components used in 
the Porsche are still identical with those 


continued 


used in the Volkswagen. Cylinders, 
cylinder heads, crankshaft, valve gear, 
clutch and gear box have been 
specially developed by Porsche for 
their 1.3- and 1.5-litre models. 

The only German production car 
available with automatic transmission 
is the Borgward Hansa 2,400 with its 
2.4-litre six-cylinder o.h.v. engine. This 
transmission, developed by Borgward, 
is based on a single-stage hydraulic 
torgue converter with a stalling ratio 
of 3.8 to 1, coupled to a gear box with 
two automatically controlled gears. 
Production of the Hansa 2400 is at 
present limited; only 670 were pro- 
duced last year. This car is also avail- 
able with a steering-column-operated 
three-speed gear box. 

The German car industry today is 
active. On the technical side manufac- 
turers tend to rely on sound and well 
proved principles, but there are signs 
that new, unconventional ideas are 
being developed. Although production 
is still restricted, the ability of the Ger- 
man motor industry should not be 
underrated. Manufacturers are awake 
to sales opportunities, particularly on 
the export market, where they are 
helped by the trading policy which 
balances imports from a certain coun- 
try against exports. They do not ex- 
pect to increase home sales during 
1954; but the stage is set for an even 
more vigorous export drive,

The Thirst of a New Engine 


[65580.]}—I recently bought a new “economy” car of a famous 
make and I have now covered some 2,500 vaiies I arm using oil, 
as recommended by the manufacturers of the car, from an equally 
famous firm and the ive word here is “ using,” to the tune 
of one pint per 200 mi Alarmed at what seemed to me to be 
heavy consumption, I wrote to the manufacturers of the car and 
I quote their reply :— 

In regard to your oil cons a we think it likely that 
the engine itself has not yet down perfectly, and that the 
consumption may improve. In this connection we would point 
out that present-day high-speed, high-efficiency engines neces- 
sarily consume more oil than earlier models, and it is correct for 
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them to do so. We can give you our assurance that a consump- 
tion of one pint to 200 miles is satisfactory.” My comment on 
this is that this consumption must be highly satisfactory to the 
oil companies, but not to me. Give me my good old-fashioned, 
low-speed, low-efficiency engine every time if this is the price of 


progress. 

I feel sure that this ly will be as great a revelation to your 
readers as it was to me. If 200 miles to the pint is “ satisfactory ” 
at 2,500 miles, I should like to know what is considered to be 
heavy consumption for these “ high-efficiency ” engines and what 
use is the increase in miles per gallon, if the gain is absorbed 
by the extra cost of oil.

At the time the new car- 
burettor was installed the intake manifold was polished and 
correctly aligned to match the ports.

Alpine Passes 
The Effects of Mixture Enrichment 


[65585.]—“ Performance on Alpine Passes” (April 2) was a most 
interesting article from the technical aspect, but I was somewhat 
surprised to note that although he deals exhaustively with per- 
formance characteristics under altitude conditions, Herr Max 
Troesch does not refer to the effects of mixture enrichment occa- 
sioned in lifting a petrol engine to some 9,000 feet above its 
normal plane of operation. 

Progressive enrichment will occur in the absence of any 
orrective apparatus and, at 9,000 feet, it is likely that the 
change in fuel-air ratio will be approximately 16-17 per cent 
as compared with what is regarded as the optimum. It would 
appear, assuming full or near-full load condition when climbing 
at this altitude, that the normally correct ratio of about 0.068 
will have changed to something approaching 0.080. A mixture 
strength appropriate to maximum economy at full load is in 
the region of 0.065 and for maximum power about 0.078. It 
will be seen, therefore, that fuel consumption will have increased 
considerably at such an altitude, although it is likely that up 
to this point there will be little perceptible falling-off in power 
as the result of excessive mixture enrichment per se. (Note: 
the mixture curve for maximum power plotted against mixture 
ratio: percentage full load—see Aircraft Engines, by A. W 
Judge—indicates that the mixture ratio factor remains more 
or less constant between 50 per cent and 100 per cent full load.) 

The views of technically interested owners who have had 
practical experience of operating under altitude conditions would 
be enlightening. It does seem that, although power output may 
not be unduly affected by mixture enrichment up to about 
9,000 feet, this enrichment may be a contributory element in 
overheating (although perhaps to a lesser degree than would 
be brought about by weakening) and, further, that one might 
expect to find some increase in oil dilution, quite apart from 
the moré obvious characteristic of increased fuel consumption.

Cenducting Tour 
The Guide Was at Fault ! 


[65588.]—May I point out two inaccuracies in the article “Con- 
ducting Tour” (The Autocar, April 9)? 

The first concerns the method of reducing the charge of 
the dynamo from 12 amps to 6 amps. While the insertion 
of a 1 ohm resistor by the method illustrated may, in practice, 
yesult in approximately the correct reduction in current, it will 
have a very serious effect on the heating of the 6-volt field 
winding. If, infact, the charge current is 6 amps under the 
conditions stated, there will be 6 volts across this resistor in 
addition to the 6 or 7 volts required to charge the battery, 
with the result that the dynamo output will be 12 to 13 volts, 
which will be quite sufficient to damage, and probably burn 
out, the field winding. The correct method of reducing the 
charge is to put a resistor in the field winding circuit. In some 
cars this is easily accessible; for instance, there may be an 
external field fuse, in which case the resistor and switch can 
be inserted without trouble. In some cars there is no external 
connection and it is necessary to modify the wiring to the 
commutator brushes inside the dynamo. In pre-war Fiat 
dynames the resistor was already fitted in the dynamo, and a 
terminal was provided whereby it could be switched out of 
circuit when the head lamps were switched on. 

The second point concerns the tell-tale lamp or lamps for 
use with Trafficators. One simple, single filament, 2- or 3-watt 
bulb is all that is required, and this is wired directly from the 
live side of one Trafficator to the live side of the other. The 
Trafficator which is non-operative acts as the earth return, 
but the bulb current is so small that it has no effect on this 
arm, and only the operative Trafficator goes into action.

Inadvisable Measures 


[65589.]—The half-charge and fuse provision for a dynamo sug- 
gested in the article “Conducting Tour” is not advisable. 
As a third brush dynamo must never be run with open 
circuit, a fuse in the main lead is most unwise, for if it blows 
when running at high speed the dynamo armature will probably 
be burned out. For the same reason, no form of switch with 
an open position is permissible in the main lead. The two- 
way switch shown in the diagram is not suitable, therefore, 
for its indiated location. The statement that “some cars have 
no fuse ia the dynamo to battery circuit” should read “no 
a 
The sen‘ence in column 1, page 510, about the “old” half- 
¢ resistance, appears to involve a misconception of what 
this “ old” device really was. It was standard in Lucas equip- 
ment (car and motor cycle) in the mid ’20s and later, and 
wa* a series resistance in the dynamo shunt field circuit to 
reduce dynamo output. On some models it was in action all

the time except when shorted out by the head lamp switch 
when in the “on” ition. It was quite a small resistance 
carrying a negligible load and it was mounted in the switch itself. 

The load-carrying resistance shown in the diagram on page 
509 would have to carry at least 6 amps, reducing charging 
current by a 36-watt heat dissipation: (quite some heat). 

In the diagram in column 2, page 509, and again at “B” 
(in half-tone) at the top of page 510, the words “to condenser ” 
should be “to contact breaker.” The terminal on Lucas coil 
tops is marked “CB”—the condenser is incidental.

Dazzle 
Proper Lamp Adjustment is Essential 


[65590.]—My letter [65373]. was a review of existing lighting 
conditions, and led up to a suggestion for overcoming the dazzle 
problem by the use of a pass light designed for the job. Your 
correspondent [65435] evades my argument and seeks only to 
defend his double dippers. He suggests a check on my lighting 
equipment and my technique for using it, my eyesight, and to 
leave night driving to people who find it less distressing. Now 
my letter clearly stated that my qualification lay in the fact that 
my garage is sited in a position ideally suited for observation. 
Obviously, an observer can form a more reliable opinion than 
can a travelling motorist, because his attention is not concen- 
trated on driving, and such variable quantities as eyesight, driving 
technique and lighting equipment do not confuse the issue. 

Your correspondent is very naughty to deprive my remark, 
“The solenoid operated ‘switch and tilt’ system . . . is today 
still the best system,” of the qualification which I added, namely, 
“ always provided it was properly adjusted in the first place... .” 
And he further condemns his specious argument by altering my 
“switch and tilt” to “switch and dip.” There is a world of 
difference between “dip” and “tilt”; indeed, our present dis- 
cussion may well be condensed into a consideration of these two 
methods, and I suggest a pass light may be described as a lamp 
having a permanent tilt. A dip beam may be reflected from 
a road surface, and so cause dazzle, whereas a tilted beam is 
aimed at the side of the road, rather than in the path of an on- 
coming car, and this point is particularly valuable should one 
meet a car which comes up and over the crest of a hill. 

In conclusion, may I refer any reader who is intelligently 
interested in a possible solution of the dazzle problem to the 
last two paragraphs of my previous letter? Neither “tilt and 
switch ” nor “double dip” offers the perfect practical solution— 
they are both compromises, and I feel that a pass light specially 
designed and fitted and used for its one specialized function may 
well be worth consideration and trial. Per ARDUA. |

Three laps, and 
Salvadori was up on Wharton’s tail at 
Woodcote; Flockhart had dropped back, 
the second B.R.M. now misfiring—and 
now Parnell came in slowly to retire, with 
a selector bent in the Ferrari’s gear 
change. This let Rolt’s Connaught into 
third place—but one more lap and that, 
too, was out, with a broken rocker! The 
race was like the ten little nigger boys, for 
now there were only seven runners left. 
But the interest was more than fully main- 
tained by Wharton and Salvadori; on each 
lap the B.R.M. would get away from the 
Maserati on ethe straights, only to be 
caught on the corners. Salvadori tried 
every move he knew to get past, but Whar- 
ton refused to be flustered into letting 
him. Salvadori was by now waving his 
arms and shaking his fist, while the two 
cars almost touched! In addition, he was 
thumping the Maserati’s fuel tank as he 
passed the pits and pointing to the 
B.R.M., to indicate that he was almost 
blinded by fuel blowing back from the 
leader’s car, either from the exhaust pipes 
or from the tank filler. 


Protest Lodged 


Such a struggle could have only one 
ending, and it came on the nineteenth 
lap, Salvadori again pushed the Maserati 
up almost level with the B.R.M. at Lavant 
Corner; the two cars touched, the B.R.M. 
swung almost broadside, the Maserati 
thumped it in the side and also spun— 
and Wharton straightened his slide out 
and went away in the lead! Salvadori, 
despondent and woebegone, restarted and 
cruised slowly to the pit, there to retire 
and lodge a protest against Wharton for 
undue baulking. 

Hardly anyone had spared a glance for 
the rest of the race while this duel per- 
sisted; but meanwhile McAlpine had 
brought his Connaught into second place 
with a good and effortless drive, while 
Marr’s similar car finished third, ahead 
of Flockhart in the sick second B.R.M. 
Naturally, the prize presentation was 
delayed while the stewards considered the 
protest against Wharton; but finally it 
was disallowed and Wharton confirmed 
as winner of the Glover Trophy. All was 
well; but the affair made an unhappy end- 
ing to an otherwise brilliant day of good 
racing and close finishes.

EARLY 40,000 spectators turned 
out for the first meeting (on 
Easter Monday) to be held at the 

newly lengthened Brands Hatch circuit 
in Kent, and for the first time they saw 
sports cars as well as formula 3 racing 
cars in action on this neat little course. 
Instead of the previous mile, the new 
course is nearly a mile and a quarter, and 
competitors now travel clockwise instead 
of anti-clockwise. The start and finish 
line is. in the same place, but now, after 
the start, the cars round Paddock bend, 
streak downhill and up Pilgrims’ Rise 
along the new circuit to Druids’ Hill 
corner (which is a longish hairpin) and 
down again to rejoin the old circuit. 
Thereafter it is round the Kidney bend 
and Clearways to the finish. 

On Monday Stuart Lewis-Evans was 
the star ormer, for not only did he 
win his heat and the final in the open 
challenge event, but also took the trophy 
for the senior race and set up what is 
now the current lap record for the 
lengthened circuit. It was a very fine 
effort, and I. L. Bueb did well to take 
some part in the glamour by holding the 
lap record until near the end and by 
giving a very creditable display of driving. 


Busy Afternoon 


The programme was very full, and 
although the first race got-under way on 
time at 2 p.m. the last race was not even 
scheduled until nearly 6.30 p.m. There 
were ‘three heats and a final for both the 
open challenge event and the junior race, 
and in addition there was @ race for sports 
cars up to one and a half litres (a walk- 
away for Peter Gammon with the M.G.- 
engined Lotus), a race for the seniors, 
and a race for formula 3 cars powered 
by J.A.P. engines.

In the final of the open challenge race 
R. K. Tyrrell, Headland and S. Lewis- 
Evans had a three-cornered battle that 
was really worth watching, and Lewis- 
Evans, after pressing Tyrrell hard and 
long, slipped by superbly on the bend 
that followed the lower straight (after the 
new loop) to take the lead. In the junior 
final Cowley was never really matched 
by his opposition, and D. G. Walker had 
an even more comfortable second place. 
(Two more seniors for the next meeting.) 
The senior race, which had no heats, was 
certainly exciting, for about six cars were 
nose to tail for most of its length, with 
S. Lewis-Evans pulling it off yet again; 
and at the finish the field was set for 
the last race of the day, the Easter Sprint 
for cars powered by J.A.P. single-cylinder 
engines. It was a good race, with the 
Emeryson of J. Caddey as victor. 

Although the weather got a little windy 
towards the end, the drivers certainly re- 
tained their verve, and this first meeting 
of the season at Brands was an excellent 
formula 3 occasion.

THE SPORT . 


N the whole the Easter Monday 

Goodwood meeting was excel- 

lent in every way, and there 
were some really remarkably close 
finishes in both scratch and handicap 
events. It was a pity, therefore, that 
the main event should prove such an 
anti-climax, through circumstances 
almost beyond the control of the 
organizers. I say almost, because in 
my view it is a mistake to make the 
major event at a meeting one which 
is run under formule libre rules now 
that a good selection of 24-litre and 
fast 2-litre cars is available for a for- 
mula 1 race. The formule libre event 
is more likely to produce the kind of 
difficulty that arose at Goodwood, 
because of the presence of cars with 
approximately the same overall lap 
times but widely differing performance 
characteristics; also, of course, it may 
tend to favour the more powerful cars 
built to the requirements of the pre- 
vious and now obsolete formula 1. 

It is always difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to pass judgment on an indivi- 
dual case where baulking is alleged. 
Obviously, the driver of the faster car 
on the straight feels that if he has his 
nose into the subsequent corner first, 
it is his corner; equally obviously, he 
is using the same piece of road round 
the corner that his rival needs and it 
is going to be difficult indeed for the 
latter to pass. The narrow width of 
the passage through the chicane at 
Goodwood does not help, either. In 
these circumstances it is impossible to 
grumble at being baulked on one lap 
or two; but if it occurs lap after lap, 
especially if—purely as a generalization 
—there may be even the faintest sus- 
picion that it is being done deliberately, 
then I think that the act of giving the 
man behind a fair chance to pass in a 
corner becomes less a matter of sport- 
ing goodwill and almost, perhaps, a 
moral obligation. 


WHETHER or not Salvadori could 

have stayed in front had he got 
there is anybody’s guess; I think it is 
quite possible, especially as the lap times 
in that race were slower than in the pre- 
vious events involving the same cars 
But, for the reasons outlined above, I do 
not think that Salvadori’s protest was 
frivolous; it was, naturally, given full con- 
sideration by the stewards before being 
turned down. It is a pity that Ascari and 
de Graffenried were not also in the race 
to liven things up still further and make 
the struggle four-handed! 

It must always be remembered that 
when drivers are not just racing for fun 
with their own cars, but are engaged by 
firms or racing stables to do their best to 
ensure victory, they bear a great added 
sense of responsibility. On the whole 
this is a good thing, for it sharpens the 
competition (quite apart from providing 
better and faster cars). Anyway, this 
particular example is now over and done 
with; let us hope that the same sort of 
thing does not readily occur again

A PLEASANTLY informal ceremony 
44 took place at the R.A.C. on Wednes- 
day- evening of last week, at which the 
Sir Malcolm Campbell Memorial Trophy, 
the R.A.C. Hill Climb Championship 
Trophy. and the R.A.C. Trials Cham- 
pionship Trophy were presented to their 
respective winners by Earl Howe. The 
first of these is awarded annually by the 
R.A.C. to the British driver (or drivers) 
making the most outstanding performance 
of the year in a British car in any form 
of car competition: it was presented 
to the club in 1950 by Donald Campbell, 
son of the late Sir Malcolm Campbell, 
in memory of his father. For 1953 it 
was awarded to A. P. R. Rolt and Duncan 
Hamilton, for their win at Le Mans in a 
Jaguar at 105.85 m.p.h.—the first time 
that this famous race had been won at

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over 100 m.p.h. Incidentally, this is the 
third time (out of the four years. in which 
this award has now been made) that a 
Jaguar car has figured in the principal 


position. 

The Hill Climb Championship Trophy 
went to Ken Wharton (who drove 
Cooper-J.A.P. and E.R.A. cars) for the 
third year in succession; in honour of 
this feat (and also the fact that Wharton 
completed a similar hat trick in the 
Trials Championship in 1948-49-50) the 
R.A.C, additionally presented him with 
an engraved stopwatch of great magni- 
ficence and complexity. Earl Howe 
remarked humorously, when making the 
presentation, that perhaps it would enable 
him accurately to time his laps next time 
he went to and—a reference to 
the dissension that arose about the result 
of the Auckland race there in January. 

The Trials Champion for 1953 was 
R. W. Phillips, driving his home-con- 
structed trials car Le Tout (French, 
apparently, for “the lot”). The presen- 
tation was made jointly to him and his 
wife Betty; appropriate, for she accom- 
panies him on all his trials ventures and 
some, to say the least, of the credit in 
trials performances must go to the 
intrepid and gymnastic passengers, who 
by strategic bouncing assist in maintain- 
ing rear wheel adhesion at crucial 
moments. 
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FTER the presentation ceremony, 
Hamilton and Rolt gave me some in- 
teresting sidelights on the Empire Trophy 
race at Oulton Park. Hamilton’s Jaguar 
XK120C, like those of the Ecurie Ecosse, 
was disc-braked; but some fauit 
cleveloped in the system which rendered 
the brakes virtually inoperative on left- 
hand corners. Consequently, on each lap 
Duncan had to shut off at the left-hand 
bend under the bridge at the top of Clay 
Hill, and wait until the car was 
straight again, before braking for Druid’s 
Corner—and even then the brakes re- 
quired sometimes four and sometimes 
more pumps before results were achieved. 
This must have been more than a little 
unnerving at times! Rolt, who led from 


Hamilton at the start of the heat, had an 
intermittent misfire develop in_ his 
XK120C, which dropped him back; as 
previously papoose, he sportingly stood 
down in the to allow Ninian Sander- 
son (who had gone so well in the heat 
only to crack the sump of his car on the 
lap after the finish) to drive his (Rolt’s) 
car, the misfire now cured, Ninian’s mis- 
fortune perfectly illustrates the danger of 
relaxing after crossing the finishing line; 
he told me that he engaged top gear on 
the run down to the Cascades after the 
heat was over (which he had not done 
during the race), glanced down at the 
instruments for a final check of oil pres- 
sure and so on, and looked up again to 
realize with horror that the corner was 
upon him, he was going much too fast, 
and was in the wrong gear to do anything 
about it in a hurry!

*AD news from Ulster: in spite of con- 
siderable effort, the Ulster A.C. have 
not found it possible to arrange for 
adequate financial support to justify the 
holding of the Ulster Trophy race on 
the Dundrod circuit on May 22.
